WICHITA, Kan., July 11.—The women of 
Kansas have e«tarted to work in the harvest 
fields. Not all of them have thus turned 
Gay laborers, but a great many vf the farm- 
ers’ wives are out with the sun every 
morning, laboring harder as the sun gets 
higher. 

The Kansas wheat crop this year has been 
extraordinarily heavy, and, although thou- 
sands of harvest hands have been imported, 
it has been almost imposs'ble to get enough 
to Go the work. And women in Kansas, like 
everything else in Kansas, proved equal to 
the emergency and came forward with an 
Offer of their services. This is why the 
women are at work in the harvest fields. 

Five million bushels of wheat is quite a 
Jot, but that !s the amount expected to be 
marketed in Wichita'this year. To do this 
it takes labor. 

Living around tn Sedgwick County are 
many girls who have attended colleges in 
the East since they were tots. Their 
fathers are prosperous farmers. These girls 
came home this summer to find ter agri- 
cultural fathers in the midst of a great 
problem how to get the wheat harvested. 
like Kaneas girls, they so:ved it by help- 
ing harvest the crop themselves.

The Asseeiated Press reporter read to him a mes- 
sage received at: Juragua from a mounted courier, saying the ar- 
mistice was ended and that hostilities had been resumed. 

Commodore Schley said: “Gen. Shafter signalled to me to 
begin the bombardment as soon as I could get into position. I 
doubted from the start whether I could hit the city. I had to 
cuess at its location and be very careful not to injure our own 
army. If I bombard to-morrow I shall have range marks on shore 
to guide ine and I shall take the ships closer to the shore than 
to-day. 

The water off Aguadores is so smooth that our marksmanship 
was not affec ted by the swaying of the ship. In firing to-day I 


gave’ the turrets the greatest possible elevation by listing the 


ships. But I knew I would fall short. The guns will carry more 


than five miles, but to throgv shots over the cliff a great elevation 
is require.” 

When the Dandy left Aguadores at 7 o’clock the warships 
were still in position.

JUNGLING CHARGED WITH HAV- 
ING MURDERED THE

BY A LIGHTED LAMP. 


Evidence Showed He Threw It at Her 
Because She Refused to Aliow 
Him to Shogt a Giant 
Firecracker. 


Sam Jungling must stand trial for the 
murder of Belle Hopkins, who died at the 
City Hospita) Saturday from the effects of 
a coal] oll lamp explosion a week before. 

A coroner's jury so decided Monday morn- 
ing. Jungling was perceptibly agitated 
when the verdict was announced, anda pal- 
lor spread over his usually swarthy face as 
he was led away to the holdover by a po- 
liceman. 

The evidence was against gling from 
beginning to end. The principal convicting 
witnesees were Mrs. Sarah Constance and 
George Stoecker, The Hopkins woman was 
burned on the night of July 2, in the room 
occupied by Jungling and herself, in the 
rear of 210 South Eleventh street. Mrs. 
Constance lives at the same house, and was 


a witness to the explosion. Stoecker, a 
bartender, was a caller at the place when 
the woman was injured. Both Mis. Con- 
Slance and Stoecker swore that ihcy saw 
Jungling throw the lamp at the Hopk:ns 
woman. It did not explode the first time 
and he threw it again. 

This followed a quarrel between Jungling 
and the ‘Hopkins woman, with whom he 
had lived for several months, and on whose 
account he was seriously shot six weeks 
azo by Maud Morr's. 

he detenze was unable-to overcome the 
positive statements of the prosecuting wit- 
neses, and the jury was only a few minutes 
In‘arriving at a verdict. 

A pathetic incident connected with the in- 
gucst was the presence of Joseph Vorst, a 
brother of the woman who was burned to 
death. Vorst !s a wealthy bvsiness man of 
Ste. Genevieve, Mo., where Belle Hopkins 
passed the days of her girlhood. Hopkins is 
only an assumed name, the brother gays, 
and the dead woman's right name was 
Belle Vorst, Four years ago, when she was 
23 years old, she came to 8t, 
drifted from bad to worse. Her 
Ste. Genevieve has known but Iittle of her 
career in St. Louls, until it was all 
vealed by the tragic incident 
her death. 

Vorst was present at the City Hospitai 
when his sister died, and she made a dy- 
ing statement to him in which she blamed 
Jungiing of her death. Vorst has claimed 
the body, and will ship it to Ste. Gene- 
vieve for bur.al, The mother of the dead 
woman is in the city, but was not present 
at the Inquest. 

Pieces of the broken

the tragedy Jungling showed numerous 
burns on his hands, which he said were 
sustained while trying to smother 
flames.

Capt. J. B. Kerr of the 6th Cavalry, who 
arrived tn St. Lou's Saturday from San- 
tiago, where he was wounded in the charge 
on San Juan ‘h.ll, is so far improved as to 
be able to get out of doors. 

He will remain at the home of his father- 
in-law, Gaius Paddock; 3635 Washington 
boulevard, until able to rejoin his com- 
mand. Capt. Kerr’s wound, while not dan- 
gerous incapacitates h.m from active s rv- 
ice. A Mauser bulet entering his wrist tore 
through to the eibow without injur ng the 
bone, but traveling in such an irr.gular 
seares as to make the wound most pain- 
ul. 

Capt. Kerr received his wound in the 
fighting of July l. “It was a hot engage- 
ment,.”’ said he, rferring to the action on 
San Juan hil. “Our orders were to storm 
the center of the enemy's entrenchments at 
that point. The battle opened at daybreak 
with an assault upon the Spanish outposts 
They were driven in, and then came the 
severest part of the fight. I had some 400 
men of th. 6th Cavalry, who charged with 
me d.rectly to the enemy’s entrenchments. 

“The Spanish fire was terrible and we, in 
our charg’, had to move up hill. My men 
never faltered, though many dropped as we 
forced our way upward. Men were shot 
down on both sides of me, and my bugler 
was killed outright, but I «scaped until] late 
in the afternoon, when the Spaniards, as 
they were retreating, turned and fired one 
volley at us. One of these bullets struck 
me. 

Capt. Kerr says the Spaniards losses, in 
sp‘te of their entrenched position. were 
heavier than those of the assa ling Amer'- 
caf.

The voters of St. Louis are asked to give their sanction to a scheme of public 
expenditure which, upon examination, appears to be an undigested mass of loosely 
drawn provisions which, so far as their meaning can be ascertained with absolute 
certainty, place the property owners at the mercy of an irresponsible clique of oifice- 
holders and contractors. 

In other words, the issue is between taxeaters and taxpayers. 

There is no limit upon the amount of taxes which may be imposed upon real 
estate. That depends solely upon the pleasure of the ring, and is re lated solely 
with reference to the greed of the contractors and their pals in the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

Under the present Charter the property owner is assured that not more than 
one-fourth of the value of his real estate can be taken for improvements. The 
amendment removes this protection of property right_and the whole is liable. 

That the removal of the limit is not merely formal seems clear from the singu- 
lar provision with reference to remonstrances. 

Under the present Charter a remonstrance of the owners #f a major portion 
of the property in a given district meets with proper respect. The Board of Public 
Improvements in such case may not prepare an improvement ordinance except 
by unanimous vote. In the Assembly a two-thirds vote of all the members elected 
to each house—not two-thirds of a quorum—is required to piss it. This insures 
the most careful consideration of the rights of property owners. 

But what does the amendment provide? 

Not even a public hearing is provided. If the taxpayers wish to protest they 
need not look for a public consideration of their claims. They must resort to pri- 
vate hearings, conferences, etc. In other words, they must come prepared to “talk.” 

A remonstrance, even though it be unanimous, has no legal force. The Board 
of Public Improvements may prepare an ordinance by a two-thirds vote, which 
means practically a majority vote—4 out of 6. Four appointees of the Mayor hold 
the decision in their hands. , 

The way of such ordinances through the Assembly is carefully greased. Re- 
monstrants now have the protection of the two-thirds vote requirement. Under 
the amendment a simple majority is all that is required to pass the ordinance, even 
against a unanimous remonstrance. 

It thus appears that property is left practically without protection. Whether or 
not its whole value will be absorbed is a question to be determined according to 
the interests of the contractors and their puppets in the city government. 

Whether in any case these masters of the situation will proceed to confiscation 
or will graciously put a limit to their exactions need not be discussed. The essen- 
tial facts are that; 

1. They have the power. 

2. They are not burdened with legal responsibility. 

4. The taxpayer has no redress. 

We all know that power is liable to abuse. That has never been considered a 
reason for withholding it from government, but it is safe to say that never before 
has power been granted without adequate provision for restraining and punishing 
abuses and affording the people suitable redress. 

These are the weightiest objections to this precious scheme. 
detail, but are scarcely less important. 

The undue multiplication of special tax bills is a wanton annoyance and will 
involve unnecessary expense to property owners 

The special tax bills provided for by the Charter amendments are payable any- 
where and nowhere, at any time and at no time, and appear to be held entirely at 
the pleasure of the creditor, involving infinite displeasure to the property owner. 
Each is a lien upon the property, each must be extinguished in a transaction by it-

Besides these open vices there are legal questions lurking in every one of the 


amendments, ready to be brought forward whenever special interests find it expe- | 


dient. 

Most important is the omission (clearly de with aforethought) to provide 
for the liability of ‘street railway companies for their proper share of the cost of 
street construction and improvement. 

Under the present Charter and ordinances street railways must pay for that 
portion of the street lying between their tracks and one foot on either side. The 
amendment puts the total cost on the owner of the abutting and neighboring prop- 
erty. 
lieved of their Hability by this provision. 
charters of the companies, all of which fequire the roads to pay their share accord- 
ing to the terms here mentioned. But the charter or franchise of a street railway 
company is only an ordinance, and a Charter provision not in harmony with a 
prior ordinance repeals the ordinance, or so much of it as is inconsistent with the 
Charter article. And no subsequent ordinance can supply the remedy. 

The point seems plain. If the advocates of these amendments think otherwise 
they ara not supported by the best legal opinion. At any rate, litigation is sure to 
arise on this point, and in the light of past experience the people of St. Louis should 
avoid all litigation with corporations. 

The summing up of the case against the amendments is ‘briefly stated in the 
following four objections already published in the Post-Dispatch. They contain 
the essentials of the subject and have not been sucessfully controverted:

If the Charter amendments are adopted 
at Tuesday's election, a perpetual monop- 
oly of the public Ughting business of the 
city of St. Louls will be conferred upon 
the Missouri-Edison Yluminating Co, and 
the Laclede Gas Co. 

These are the two compinies which now 
have the contracts for illuminating the 
streets and alleys. The Missouri-E4@ison 
Co. lights the streets with arc lamps. The 
Laclede Gas Co. lights the alleys with In- 
candescent lamps. The two companies are 
belleved to have such an excellent under- 
Standing that the interest of one is the 
interest of the other. 

The present contracts of these compe- 
nies with the city will expire Jan. 1, 190. 

Knowing that if the contract for lighting 
the city after that date should be secured 
by another company at least three years 
would be required tn which to erect a plant 
and prepare to execute the contract, and, 
Cesiring to obtain the widest competition 
in the bidding, the Board of Public Im- 
provements over two years ago sent 4n 
ordinance to the Assembly providing for 


letting the contract. The city’s interests 
were so well protected by its terms that 


not a bid was offered. 

Since that time half a dozen ordinances 
have been sent to the Assembly. They 
were all killed in the Council, chiefly 
through the opposition of Councilman 
Heckel. 

Suggestions were sent by the Council to 
the Board of Public Improvements. The 
board drew ordinances in line with these 
suggestions, but even these were killed.

Pumped Out at the Dispensary and the 
Wretched Woman Became Sick 
Enough to Confess. 


Mrs. Alfreda Baum, better known to the 
publig as Mme. Adair, the balloonist, end- 
ed a; quarrel with her husband Sunday 
morning when she drew from her bosom 
a phial filled with coloriess liquid, and 
raising it to her lips drained the con- 
tents. 

Then In a tragic manner she exclaimed: 

“When I am dead and gone you will 
regret what you have said and done. I 
freely forgive you, though you have driven 


me to a suicide’s grave." 

his was. the beginning of what prom- 
ised to be a tragedy. It took expert phy- 
sicians to draw aside the veil and reveal 


the huge bluff that it concealed and turn 
the incident into a comedy. 

The tair ballqonist hac no notion of dying 
this time. She had swallowed only pure, 
clean water, but in order to make the bluff 
pose and do aeEty to her husband's feei- 
nga she feigred illness and accompanied 
the police to the City Dispensary, where she 
permitted Dr. Newcomb and his assistants 
to use the dreaded stomach pump withcut 
a whimper. When (he exhausting operation 
was concluded, and not a trace of poison 
could be detected, the woman admitted she 
only did it to frighten her husband. A 
reconciliation followed, and husband and 
wife walked home together.

The patient is seated jn a chair in the 
middle of the operating: room. Two or three 
men are usually required to hold her while 
the doctor envelopes her.in.a big sheet of 
rubber to keep her clothing dry. Then the 
patient’s mouth is pried open. The hose ia 
produced and she is told to swallow a foot 
or two of it. She could not, even if she 
tried. Then comes the interesting part. A 
foot or two of the hose is covered with vase- 
line. A plece of wood 4s forced into the ~ 
tient’s mouth to prevent her from biting 
the rubber in two. The hose is placed in her 
mouth and she is told to swallow. Of course 
she cannot, no matter how hard she tries, 
She struggles, but the strong drivers and 
assistants know their business. She is heid 
as though in a vise, while the doctor forces 
the tube down her throat. 

She ecreams, but cannot articulate. Her 
entire body is convulsed, She trieg’ to eject 
the tube, but she is helpless. The more she 
struggles the lengthier and more tedious 
the operation. Perspiration comes from 
every pore. Her eyes protrude. Finally she 
~ yore out and reclines helplessly in her 
chair. 

Then the doctor takes the funnel tn his 
hand and mounts a chair by the patient's 
side. He has a big pitcher filled with water. 
He fills the funnel, but it has not sufficient 
force to enter the patient's stomach, He 

resses the bulb in the middle of the tube. 

hen the patient renews her struggles, but 
without avail. When her stomach becomes 
filled with water, more is poured in, and 
while it passes in by way of the tube the 
previous injection he forced out of the 
mouth. Two gallons of water are usually in- 
troduced before the stomach is cleansed. 
When the hose ts withdrawn the patient {s 
simply in a state of collapeée. 

Mrs. Baum knew al] abuut this “pumping 
out’’ process for on Feb, 2 last she attempt- 
ed suicide three times and had her stomach 
syphoned,. Yet she underwent it all again, 
simply to frighten her husband.
